no change shall be made In the tariff laws dur- 
ing the iJf ty-thlrd congress. 


Mr. Teller introduced a bill to send the Mfc-

Mr. Hill introduced n, resolution declaring 


It to bo the sense of the senate that no leg- 
islation pertaining to the finances should be 
considered at the present extraordinary ses- 
e!on of congress. Laid on the table. 


Mr. Hoar gave notice that he would to-nsor- 


call up the resolution us to the Montana sena- 
torial case, and would, utter Wednesday, press 
it to a conclusion to the exclusion of all other 
business 


Mr. Vest callud up the resolution offered by 


him last Tuesday, declaring that the American 
people favor bimetalUin and the free aud un- 
limited coinage of both 
gold and silver 


without 
discriminating 
against 
either 


metal; 
that it was also tho established 


policy of the United States to maintain the 
purity of two metals so that the debt-paying 
and purchasing powrr of every dollar shall be 
ut nil times equal, that it li the dutv of con- 
gress to speedily enact such laws as will effec- 
tually maintain these objects. 


At the close of his speech Mr. Hoar (Mass ) 


obtained tho floor und then, after a short ex- 
ecutive .session, the senate, at 4.20 p. m , ad- 
journed until to-morrow. 


HOUSC. 


When the house met at 11 o'clock this morn- 


Ing there was a larger array present than there 
•was iit the corresponding hour on Saturday 
last, but tho attendance was still far short of a 
quorum.

Th" silver debate was then resumed. Mr. 


I3o:UtKT (dem., La) wns accorded the floor. 
Hi- spokr from u silver standpoint and charged 
that the advocates of the Wilson bill—tnogoia 
men of the democratic party and of the repub- 
lican party—were responsible for the exclte- 
menl which had cieiued the destruction of 
public confidence and which had caused the 
runs upon banking institutions. They baa 
sowed the -wind and were reaping the whirl- 
wind, nnd they alone were responsible for the 
present llnancial and commercial scare. He 
further charged that tho democrats from New 
York and from the eastern states wore not 
prepared to carry out all the pledges of the 
Chicago platform relative to the currency. 


Mr. Warner (dem N. Y ), speaking lor tho 


democratic members from New York, said 
they were pledged to carry out and they In- 
tended to carry out every pledge made to tho 
people. 


Mr. Boatner was glad to hear this state- 


ment The bill now presented was Intended 
to repeal a cowardly makeshift and no more. 
Hf declared that the democratic party had 
pledged itself to bimetallism, leaving nothing 
for congress to do except fix tho ratio. But 
the republican party had no responsibility for 
legislation. Tho responsibility rested on the 
democrats, and the question was whether they 
would i-arry out their pledges. Tho gentleman 
from West Virginia, Mr Wilson, had brought 
in a bill in w hich he hud sought to repeal one 
clause of a cowardly makeshift. It was a 
makeshift because It placed silver on the piano 
of any other commodity. He insisted thKt the 
democratic party should fulfill its pledges to 
attempt to carry bimetallism into effect 


Mr Ley ton (O.) spoko, as ho said, as n con- 


servative man. He would vote for the bill un- 
der consideration for the repeal of tho pur- 
chasing clause of tho Sherman bill. He -would 
do this, however, relying upon the good faith 
of tho democratic admtulstration and tho dem- 
ocratic congress that in the coming regulai- 
session some permanent legislation would bo 
enacted that would give all our people some 
suitable money worth a dollar all the worM 
round. Then allow the national banks to issue 
notes to the full par value of the bonds held 
by them, and then in order to'fully restorO'Con- 
fldonre, tlio democrats should call down the 
bluff made by the republicans that this con- 
gress did not have a serious Intention to inter- 
fere with the McKlnley tariff law. That law 
should and must be revised. 


Mr Patterson (dem , Tcnn > advocated tho 


repeal of the purchasing clause and criticised 
the amendments proposed to tho pending 
measure. If tho government agreed to the 
free coinage of silver ivt the ratio of 10 to J. ft 
would at once and abruptly bring the country 
to a single silver standard. In order to main- 
tain silver in circulation, France had abso- 
lutely stopped tho coinage of silver and tho 
purchase of silver bullion. If congress re- 
pealed the purchasing clauso of the Sherman 
act every silver dollar now in circulation 
would remain in circulation. But we had to 
follow the example ot Franco and ad*iere to 
the single gold standard or we could not accom- 
plish that object 


Passing over the ratios of 17and 18 to 1, be 


came to the ratio of SO to I. The silver dollar 
coined at that ratio would be worth exactly 
eighty-one cents. Could this country afford to 
take this step aud coin freely and independ- 
ently a silver dollar worth but eighty-one 
cents? If it did so it would extirpate every 
dollar of gold from tho land. 


Mr Simpson (pop., Kan.) road from a speech 


made by tho gentleman from Tennessee during 
the first session of the nfty-sooond congress, 
in which that gentleman advocated the free 
coinage of silver, and asked him to reconcile 
those views with these ne held to-dav. 


Mr. Patterson replied that ho had modified

A Three Hundred Thousand Dollar Fire 


at Denver.

gomery streets. The mill was a iive- 
fctory brick structure and the elevator 
about the same height, but was of 
frame. 
Both buildings were tho prop- 


erty of the Colorado Milling & Eleva- 
tor Co., of which 3. K. Mullen is presi- 
dent. 
Tho total loss, 
including a 


large quantity of flour in sacks and 
ho grain in the elevator, will foot up 
rom $5350,000 to $300.000. 
The insur- 


nce is about 75 per cent, of the lass. 
During the fire Licnt. McLean was 


terribly injured by an explosion in the 
dust-room of the mill and inuy die. 
Chief Pcarco had an arm broken by be- 
ing forced from the roof by a stream 
of water. 


The flumes had then reached such a 


stage that to control them seemed im- 
possible. A general alarm followed, 
and at 1:30 every engine in the city was 
on thu 
scene. Practically nothing 


could be done toward subduing; the 
fire, as the mill burned like tinder 
and was soon wrapped in flames, and 
further, the water supply was inter- 
ferred with. 


Within thirty minutes from the time 


it started the mill was burned beyond 
the hope of saving anything. There 
were twenty men in the mill when the 
fire was discovered, and they had but 
little time to escape, so rapid was tho 
spread of the fire.

most disastrous fire of the ^^ar oc- 
curred here yesterday. It started in 
the barn of U, N. Lindsey, who was 
making liniment for a horse.

From the place 
where it originated it spread to the 
stables and sheds of the Falke &• Neil 
Co. They were destroyed, and tho fire 
then swept away the Lindsey-Falko 
block.

The 
office of theOhio Press was destroyed 
and with it all the files and everything 
of value pertaining to the paper.

He became involved in a 
quarrel with the latter over some 
mouey, and seized a hatchel and dealt 
the defenseless man three terrible 
blows on the head. He robbed the till 
of f 115 and went from the store to his 
hotel, where lie changed clothing ami 
left the city..

CRUSADING DIARIES. 


Containing Much That la Valuable as 
History. 


The earliest of the crusading diaries 


Is that of Saewulf in 1103-3 A. O. Hi 
was an Anglo-Saxon merchant of Wor 
tester, who in his old age became 
monk in the abbey of Malmesbury. He 
set ont from Bari on an unlucky, or, as 
he calls it, "an Egyptian day"—the 
13th of July—and was wrecked, bu 
finally reached Jaffa, after passing 
Corinth, Smyrna, Bhodes and Cyprui 
At this time the seas were full of ves 
sels of war and of trade, "dromunds, 
gnlafres, cats," and "busses;" and a 
Jaffa he describes a terrible storm am 
general shipwreck, from which he es 
caped by going early on land. He i 
the first to speak of the palmers, sc 
called from the palms which they 
bought in Jerusalem, in Palmer street 
near the Cathedral of the Holy Sepul 
core, which was then just beginning tc 
be built on its present plan, being 
mainly Norman workmanship through 
ont 


Not long after Saewulf, Sigurd, king 


of Norway, came to Palestine—in 110 
A. D.—and, as William of Tyre tells us, 
was present at the siege of Beyroot i 
1110 A. O. Tbe saga describing his ac 
ventures doea not, however, contai 
much of interest and the travels of th 
Russian 
abbot 
Daniel 
(between 


1100 and 1125 A. D., as various!, 
dated) are more important The Rus 
sians had only become Christians abou 
the close of the tenth century, and pi 
grima began to come from Russia abou 
1032 A D. The Abbot Daniel cam 
from the province of Tchernigov, in 
Little Russia, and compares the Jorda: 
to the river Snor in that province. H 
was astonished at the rnggedness of th 
Syrian mountains—no doubt as con 
trasted with the plains of souther: 
Kussio. 


He was not conspicuous for an accu 


rate knowledge of scripture and make 
several new and curious mistakes, con 
fusing the narrative of Deuteronom, 
and Joshua and making Saul the "kin; 
of Judah." He is the first to mentio 
the Convent of the Cross, west of Jeru 
ealem, the center of all those famou 
legends of the middle ages, whlcl 
traced the cross throughout histor. 
from the time when it grew out o 
Adam's skull from the shoot of th 
tree of life which Seth brought from 
Paradise. It appears from this narratlv 
also that the ceremony of the holy fir 
was then celebrated by the Latins as 
well as by the Greeks, and he exults 
because, on the occasion of his visit, i 
only lighted Greek lamps and left th 
Prankish lamps unignited.—Edinburgh 
Beview.

These reports 
come from the northern, southern, east- 
ern and western portions of the oity, 
which provtB that the diseases, called by 
several physicians as black diphtheric, 
lias gained no little foothold ID this city. 
It ia the duty of every physician who b«a 
a owe < f ibis kind to report it to the Board 
ot Health. It is the daty ot the members 
of the Board of Health to call at snob 
places and have displayed on the front 
of the house large placards warning the 
people away from a contagions dieeaae. 


So far the sickness and deaths have 


been anioi>g cnild,en, bat at thereto 
the disease is increasing it will shortly 
grow to snob a form as will include 
adnlte. 


So far nothing hes been done by the 


local board to sapprecs this terrible die- 
ease or to prevent its spread. In Borne 
cities in the United States the authori- 
ties even prohibit the pedestrian from 
paaeing suob. places. It is time some- 
thing is being done by the physicians 
and the board.

When midnight came, and be 
waa nimble to proceed further, be had 
possession ot the elevators at Coital and 
Cooksvill?. The farmers about Cropsey, 
learning the situation, determined to ob- 
tain possession of some 20,000 bushels 
of grain stored in the Middle Division 
company's elevator at ttiut plaee, and 
which was still thur property, not having 
been paid for. 


At G p. m. Sunday they gathered from

The 
women that belong to this association go 
about snJ and ask their neighbors to be 
particularly careful about the ash bar- 
rels, u duty thtt demands no ordinary 
heroism. "The neighbors tell ua that 
they will pnt anything they chose into 
their ush barrel, and that they wish other 
folks would attend to their own busi- 
ness." The women mske complaints to 
the authorities where there ia gross un- 
tidinees, nnd Hint they are not pnt off by 
the official smile that rewards feminine 
protest. They fight against the throw- 
ing ot fruit skins on the sidewalk. They 
themselves use barrels "ot hard wood, 
varnished, of handeom? appesrance, with 
the initials of the association on the 
eide," and they pay a fee so that these 
barrels can bo tarnished to all who can 
not afford to buy them. The members 
promise to burn up waste paper; to bire 
mea to act as inspectors ia the street, 
and they hava lOBiifd n circular that is a 
ringing summons to men and voters.
